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Preface 


The Lebanese Crisis of 1958 can now perhaps be treated as a transient 
episode 'of history. President Sham'fln who became the object of a 
violent controversy at that time has since gone into political eclipse^ 
The much debated Eisenhower Doctrine is now virtually forgotten. 
President Nasser’s United Arab Republic is no moie than a shadow 
of its previous self. In Lebanon itself the rebels of yesterday arc the 
custodians of law and order today. In short, the more immediate causes 
of the crisis of 1958 have subsided, or else disappeared. In a broader 
context, however, the events of 1958 represent an unprecedented high- 
water mark of Arab political upheavals in modern times. Viewed thus, 
the crisis mirrors not only tlie tensions of the Lebanese society but tltc 
vast inner conflicts of Arab nationalism and the sharp rivalries of big 
powers in the area. 

The present book is an attempt to reconstruct the story of tlie crisis 
and its local, regional and international ramifications with the help of 
relevant documents. The coverage of events is not intended to be com¬ 
prehensive; but care has been taken to illustrate the respective view¬ 
points of the individuals, groups and countries directly or indirectly 
concerned with the happenings in Lebanon in 1958. 

Mr. K. R. Singh helped me in the selection of documents included 
in this study; and Mr, R. K.,Srivastava assisted me at the proof-reading 
stage. I take this opportunity to record my obligation to them.

, tries; and the Soviet Foreign Minister, ’ addressing the Extraordinary 
Fifth Session of the Supreme Soviet in October 1939, solemnly and 
publicly declared that “we stand for the scrupulous and punctilious 
observance of the pacts on the basis of complete reciprocity, and we de¬ 
clare tliat all the nonsensical talk about the Sovietization of the Baltic 
countries is only to the interest of our common enemies and of all anti- 
Soviet provocatures.” Yet in 1940, Estonia, Latvia and Lithuania were 
forcibly incorporated into the Soviet Union. 

Soviet control of the satellite nations of Eastern Europe has been 
forcibly maintained in spite of solemn promises of a contrary intent, 
made during World War IL 

Stalin’s death brought hope that this pattern would change. And we 
read the pledge of the Warsaw Treaty of 1955 that the Soviet Union 
would follow in satellite countries “the principles of mutual respect for 
their independence and sovereignty and non-interference in domestic 
affairs.” But we have just seen the subjugation of Hungary by naked 
armed force. In die aftermath of this Hungarian tragedy, world respect 
for and belief in Soviet promises have sunk to a new low. International 
Communism needs and seeks a recognizable success. 

Thus, we have these simple and indisputable facts. 

1. The Middle East, which has always been coveted by Russia, 
would today be prized more than ever by International Communism, 

2. The Soviet rulers continue to show that tliey do not scruple to 
use any means to gain their ends. 

3. The free nations of the Mid East need, and for the most part 
want, added strength to assure their continued independence.

Our thoughts naturally turn to the United Nations as a proteetdr of 
small nations. Its charter gives it primary responsibility for the main¬ 
tenance of international peace and security. Our country has given the 
United Nations its full support in relation to the hostilities in Hungary 
and in Egypt, The United Nations was able to bring about a cease-fire 
and withdrawal of hostile forces from Egypt because it was dealing 
witli governments and peoples who had a decent respect for the opi¬ 
nions of mankind as reflected in the United Nations General Assembly. 
But in the case of Hungary, the situation was different. The Sowet 
Union vetoed action by the Security Council to require the withdrawal

6. The Lebanese Government is firmly determined, in the use’of 
its rights of sovereignty, not to tolerate the intervention of any foreign. 
.State in the affairs of the Lebanese people or any attempt at putting 
pressure upon a group of this people. It has never asked and will never 

- ask ihe Soviet Union to serve as an intermediary between itself and 
certain Lebanese citizens with a view to inducing them to back up its 
policy. It has only asked the USSR not to use her official influence to 
encourage certain Lebanese elements to oppose the policy wliichdhe 
govermnent lays down and which determines the fate of the country. 

7. The Soviet Note declares that tlie Lebanese foreign policy is not 
backed up by the Lebanese people as the government would have wished 
for. This statement is unfounded. Moreover, and above all, it constitutes 
an intolerable interference in the internal affairs of Lebanon, Relations 
between the government and the people and the latter’s support, whe¬ 
ther given or refused to the former, are questions which only concern 
Lebanon and no other state. 

8. The Lebanese Government note with satisfaction the intention 
of the Soviet Government (expressed in her note) to maintain friendly 
relations with Lebanon and other Arab States, her wish to see that 
such relations may develop between all the countries including the 
United States of America, and her adherence to the principles of non¬ 
interference in the internal affairs of other countries and of respect for 
their sovereignty and independence. However, the Lebanese Govern¬ 
ment declare that it is difficult to reconcile these assertions with the 
remarks submitted to it on 11 June 1957.

“In view of this new interpretation of the doctrine, the Front, which 
originally opposed the Eisenhower doctrine because of its eagerness to 
preserve the independence and entity of the Lebanon and avoid any 
foreign interference in the affairs of the Lebanon and other Arab coun¬ 
tries, finds it necessary to explain and reafiSrm its former attitude, which 
events have justified, and to warn Lebanese public opinion once more 
against the dangers involved in this doctrine. The doctrine makes the 
countries it covers—^in particular the Arab countries, including the 
Lebanon—a sphere for rivalry of the great Powers and for a dangerous 
struggle between them over interests in these countries. 

“The events taking place in the Lebanon are internal ones, in which 
neither the United States nor any other State is concerned. These events 
consist in fact in a call for a peaceful strike by the people to oppose 
the corruption and tyranny of the Lebanese administration, of which 
the people are complaining. All other interpretations of this popular 
move, and all attempts to show it in other than its true form, vviU only 
increase the tension in the situation and disturb the peace of our East. 

“If the people hastened to take up arms in some Lebanese areas, this 
was in reply to the massacres and provocative campaigns carried out 
by the Government and its supporters, and for the sole purpose of legi- 
'timate self-defence. Tranquillity and stability would automatically re¬ 
turn to the Lebanon if Sham’un were to resip, and with his resipa- 
tion all causes of corruption and tyranny would cease to exist. In view

100. Most important of all, however, is the latest statement by His 
Beatitude Boulos el Maouchi, tlie Maronite Patriarch, which appeared 
in The New York Times on 31 May 1958, only a few days ago, with 
an editorial comment. I am sure everyone has read this ’article, but I 
venture to read out to you the parts which I consider particularly signi- 
jicant. 

101. The New York Times of 31 May contained the following pas¬ 
sages: 

“Today, however, the Patriarch said at a news conference that he 
feared the situation had become too grave for a compromise to work. 
He suggested that the time would soon come for President Chamoun 
to ‘take a trip’ so that the army commander could assume full powef 
of government. 

.. The Patriarch placed the blame for Lebanon’s troubles largely 
on the Chamoun administration. He even took exception to Govern¬ 
ment charges that communists and supporters of President Gamal 
Abdel Nasser of the United Arab Republic had had a hand in the dis¬ 
orders here. 

' “He said that President Nasser had ‘many times’ disavowed any 
designs on Lebanon. The Patriarch added, ‘It is not in the interest 
of either Egypt or Syria to force Lebanon into the United Arab Re¬ 
public.’ 

“He said he would like ‘to see what will be done’ at the Arab 
League Conference in Benghazi, Libya, where government leaders are 
joining representatives of other Arab countries to discuss the Leba¬ 
nese problem. But he commented that he believed the meeting was 
not necessary.” 

The Patriarch added; “What Lebanon needs, is not to wash her 
dirty linen in public, but a just, honest government looking after the 
^ interests of the people.” '

44. On 17 May 1957, the Lebanese press agency reported that 
Egypt had had Tewfik Abou El Hodah, former Prime Minister of Jor- 
dan, assassinated; it did not state the fact that he had committed suicide. 
On 24 May 1957, the Beirut newspaper Al Amal published an article 
entitled “The Tragedy of Freedom in Egypt” which asserted that a law 
had been promulgated in Egypt imposing the death penalty for anyone 
who defamed the President of the Republic. On 27 May 1957, accord¬ 
ing to the Arab Information Office, the same paper published slander¬ 
ous statements concerning Egypt and its policy, for example, that Egypt 
was making use of Arab nationalism in order to strengthen dictator¬ 
ship; that Egypt had betrayed the cause of Arab nationalisnr by sending 
a delegation to the Moscow Youth Festival, and that the President was 
handing Egypt over to communism. On 30 August 1957 the newspaper 
Le Jour published a cartoon of Mr. Dulles trying to find a vaccine for 
Egypt. On 20 March 1958 the newspaper An N^iar published an arti¬ 
cle which tried to incite the inhabitants of Damascus against the Syrian- 
Egyptian union. On 15 March 1958 the newspaper Al Amal published 
an article describing the Syrian and Egj^ptian leaders as criminals. 

45. The attack on the United Arab Republic has not been confined 
to the Lebanese press and radio; it has gone as far as the appearance' 
of bogus issues of Egyptian dailies and weeklies, such as Le Progres 
Sgypiien and Rose El Youssej, containing libellous statements about 
leading figures in the United Arab Republic. In Lebanon, every imagin-t 
able kind of propaganda against the United Arab Republic, regardless 
of the source from which it derives, had been and continues to be al¬ 
lowed. 

46. As for the radio of the United Arab Republic, as I have already 
stated, most of the news we have broadcast has been taken from je- 
ports published by the Lebanese press agencies and newspapers. Obvi- 
ously,^Qur radio sometimes replies to the charges made against uS. Mr. 
Malik has read us some extracts from Egyptian broadcasts. I could read

^ 1. This progress report on the implementation of the resolution of 
the Security Council of 11 June 1958 [S/4023], is further to my first 
such report of 16 June [S/4029]. It is submitted by the Secretary-

quarters of the United Nations Observation Group in Lebanon. ITic 
Observation Group itself has in preparation a first report on findings^ 
in discharge of its responsibilities under the Security Council resolution, 
>and this may be expected before long. 

. 2. With the arrival of Mr. Rajcshwar Dayal in Beirut on 18 June,- 
thfc organiration of the Observation Group was completed. On that, 
date, the Group met informally and was briefed by its secretary on de- • 
velopments since the arrival on 12 June in Beirut of the first secretariat 
members and military observers. At the same time, attention was also 
given to administrative arrangements and the activities of the military, 
observers. 

3. On 19 June, the Group held a further infonnal meeting, with 
the Secretary-General presiding. Later the same day, it held its first 
formal meeting and organized its work. At this meeting, Mr. Galo Plaza 
was'designated Chairman of thd Group. The first meetings of the Group 
Were devoted to an exchange of views on the methods and procedures 
which it would follow in carrying out its mandate with regard to illegal 
'infiltration of personnel or supply of arms or other niateriel across the

Introduction 

Immediately after the US government decided to intervene in 
Lebanon the Security Council held an emergency session. The US de¬ 
legate told the Council that the American forces had entered Lebanon 
“to stabilize the situation until such time as the UN could take the steps 
necessary to protect the independence and political integrity of Leba¬ 
non.”^ The Soviet Union charged that the US intervention was “an act 
of aggression” and a defiance of the UN which was already seized of 
the matter,^ By a curious coincidence the landing of US troops started 
at a time when the UNOGIL had reported “complete success” jn their, 
arrangements for inspection “aU along the Lebanese frontier.”® The 
Secretary-General confidently told the Security Council that the UNOGIL 
" was “fully equipped to play the part envisaged for it in the total UII 
effort.”^ ' ’ 

Both the US and the USSR introduced resolutions® supporting their 
respective stands. Evidently neither of the two resolutions had any pros¬ 
pect of being adopted by the Security Council. Two compromise reso¬ 
lutions presented by Sweden and Japan respectively also failed to go 
Through.® , 

^Outside the United Nations, too, the US intervention created a con¬ 
siderable stir. Britain, France, and the Muslim membeis of ^e Bagh¬ 
dad Pact extended support to US action. President Nasser, on the other 
hand, condemned it as a grave violation of the UN Charter and a 
threat to the Arab countries."^ Prime Minister Nehru observed that 
foreign intervention was always dangerous and viewed the developments 
in Lebanon “with grave concern.”® The Soviet Union warned that she 
could not remain “indifferent to events creating a grave menace in an

sKarp'reaction in the opposition-held areas, the ground lost was steadily 
-regained through the tact, patience and perseverance of the military 
observers. The extension of the Observation Group’s activities therefore 
continued and posts have been established at most of the sensitive points 
along the borders and in the areas immediately adjacent to them. This 
^ process is continuing and is being intensified as additional observers 
arrive on the scene, 

40. Members of the Group have either separately or jointly toured 
over all parts of the country and have visited a large number of posts 
and acquainted themselves personally with the local conditions in each 
area. Their visits have had a good effect on the inhabitants of th'cse 
areas and have conveyed a sense of reassurance to them. They have also 
given encouragement and support to the observers, who are often work¬ 
ing in conditions of danger and difficulty. The members of the Group 
intend to continue these visits. 

41. It should be recorded that the presence of the United Nations 
observers moving around in their white jeeps from village to village is 
welcomed both by Government supporters and by opposition elements. 
The independence and impartiality of the observers is universally re¬ 
cognized and appreciated, and they are regarded as the symbol of the 
United Nations presence in the area; they help to inspire feelings of 
calm and confidence in the areas patrolled by them. Sometimes local 
disputes and difficulties have been referred to them by different parties, 
and they have occasionally been instrumental in solving them. 

42. As will be seen from the observations made in the report, the 
situation in regard to the possible infiltration of personnel and the 
smuggling of arras from across the border is that, while there may have 
been a limited importation of arms into some areas prior to the presi¬ 
dential election on 31 July, any such movement has since markedly 
diminished. A virtual truce has prevailed since about that time in most 
of the disturbed areas. However, acts of brigandage and lawlessness, 
unconnected with the political movement, are being increasingly re¬ 
ported. Many of these lawless acts are motivated by economic conside¬ 
rations, as normal life throughout the country has been severely disrupt¬ 
ed by the prolonged state of civil strife, 

43. It is evident that the nature' and scope of the work of the ob¬ 
servers will inevitably be conditioned by the progress made in dealing 
with the internal political aspects of the Lebanese problem and with the 
return to normal conditions both in the countryside and in the towns.

The Soviet Government pointed out in its message of 
19 July that the Security Council should not be circumvented. 

6. Bearing in mind the need for urgent solutions with a view to the 
maintenance of peace, we consider that the formalities of the meeting 
of the Heads of Government can have no decisive significance in the 
present case. The important thing is that the meeting should take place 
as soon as possible, so that we can more rapidly arrive at a correct 
solution calculated to promote the maintenance and strengthening of 
peace, to bring tranquillity to the Near and Middle East and to help 
bring about a relaxation of tension in relations between States. 

7. We also agree with the approach proposed by Mr. Macmillan to 
the work of such a special meeting of the Security Council. Wc agree 
that at this special meeting of the Security Council no resolutions should 
be submitted unless they arise from previous agreement, and that the 
purpose of the meeting wiU be to reach agreement rather than to regis¬ 
ter differences by votes. 

8. In this connexion the Soviet Government assumes that the Heads 
of Government, with a view to achieving as rapidly as possible construc¬ 
tive solutions designed to promote the maintenance and strengthening 
of peace, will have the opportunity to consult together not only offi¬ 
cially, but unofficially as well. 

9. In view of the fact that the Security Council will in the present 
instance be dealing not with ordinary current matters, but with ques¬ 
tions of special importance for the maintenance of peace and security, 
we consider that it would be useful in this case to invite India, a very 
large Asian country which has won universal recognition as a State 
which strives for the strengthening of peace, to take part in the Council’s 
proceedings. India’s participation would be genuinely useful, unlike that 
of one of the so-called permanent members, which in fact represents 
no one. We consider it essential that India should be represented in the‘ 
work of the Security Council through Mr. Nehru, its Prime Minister, 
who has agreed to participate in the meeting of Heads of Government. 

10. In your message. Sir, you state that if a special meeting of the _ 
Security Council including Heads of Governments were generally de¬ 
sired, the United States would join in following that orderly procedure. 

11. So far as the Soviet Union is concerned, since Mr. Macmillan, 
Prime Minister of the United Kingdom, Mr. de Gaulle, President of 
die Council of Ministers of France, Mr. Nehru, Prime Minister of India 
and you.

That proposal 
is now also being supported by Mr. Macmillan, Prime Minister of the 
United Kingdom. But what results can that bring? You are fully aware 
that the Security Council has been dealing with the situation in Lebandn 
and Jordan for a considerable time, but has so far reached no solution. 

6 . The question of putting an end to the armed aggression in the 
Near and Middle East has now become so acute that the Security Coun¬ 
cil, as the experience of these recent meetings has shown, is unable to 
take a prompt and effective decision on the matter at its regular 
meetings. 

7. A continuous build-up of armed forces is going on in this re¬ 
gion, which is more and more being turned into a powder-keg the smal¬ 
lest spark could explode, bringing about a world-wide catastrophe. In 
these circumstances it is essential that the Heads of the Governments 
of the.five Powers—the USSR, the United States, the United Kingdom, 
France and India—should meet at the earliest possible date, with the 
participation of the Secretary-General of the United Nations, since they 
particularly, vested as they are with high powers, would be able to 
reach agreement on the immediate cessation of the military conflict in 
the Near and Middle East and on measures for the maintenance and 
strengthening of world peace. 

8 . Quite obviously, anyone who genuinely wishes to find a way to 
reduce tension must agree that in the present case it is particularly these 
five Powers which must first reach agreement on the measures neces¬ 
sary for the maintenance and strengthening of peace.

6 . iFourthly^ the material resources of tlie Middle East, which ap- 
J)ear to he enormous’, are critically needed fay the rest of the world. 

’ 7., Fifthly, the outstanding strategic importance of the Middle East 
is obvious to every thinker and statesman, in fact, to everyone who just 
looks-at the map.- Any fundamental strategic world planning must in¬ 
clude the Middle East as one of its most essential elements. 

'8. .Sixthly, there is compacted in that general area considerable 
divwsity of interest, race, aspiration, outlook and general valuation. 

^ 9. Seventhly, even apart from this native diversity, the very geogra¬ 
phical location of the area makes it possible and, in fact, inevitable, for 
'multiple influences to bear upon it from all over the world—^from file ’ 
north, from tlie east, from the south and from the west; and the Middle 
East has always been the centre of this world confluence, this world 
convergence. 

10. „ Eighthly, if the Middle East is central in space, it is no less cen¬ 
tral in time, for, with all respect for other regions, I think it is quite 
clear that the world has been tremendously influenced and shaken 
throughout history by movements emanating from the Middle East; for, 
where would the world be without what was discovered, known, suffered 
and enacted in Egypt, in Arabia, in Palestine, in Lebanon, in Syria, in 
Mesopotamia, in Iran, in Asia Minor, in Greece, that great neighbour 
of ours which has always been in the closest interaction with the peoples 
of the Middle East? 

11. Ninthly, the peoples of the Middle East appear to be caught 
today in the grip of a great historic revolution, a long-awaited revolution, 

, a revolution long overdue, one that touches every aspect of their life— 
the political, social, economic, emotional and intellectual aspects. A^nd 
the rest of the world is naturally profoundly interested in the roots, ideas, 
aims, tendencies and possible developments of this great revolution. 

12. For all these reasons, I say, the Middle East constitutes, in its 
international aspects, a most fit theme for United Nations consideration. 

13. In this complex, colourful, rich, world-significant Middle East, 
Lebanon has always figured as a distinct entity. There is a fascinating 
story of the accomplishments of navigators who sallied forth from our 
shores several millennia back. I shall not go into that here, nor into what 
the plying back and forth between east and west of these intrepid sailors

It is, of course, the wish of every one of us to respect the sys¬ 
tems of government established in one State or another. And it is equal¬ 
ly the wish of every one of us to pledge to abstain from any action cal¬ 
culated to change established systems of government. Established sys¬ 
tems of government can only be changed by the will of the people of 
the State through constitutional means and democratic ways. At this 
moment we pledge ourselves to this purpose. 

10. Then, it is very necessary for any draft resolution at this Junc¬ 
ture to provide for the ways and means whereby the present tension'in 
the Middle East will be relieved. Therefore, the present draft calls upon 
all Member States to act strictly in accordance with the principles of 
mutual respect for each other’s territorial integrity and sovereignty, of 
non-aggression, of strict non-interference in each other’s internal affairs 
and of equal and mutual benefit, and to ensure that their conduct by 
word and deed conforms to these principles. It requests the Secretary- 
General to make forthwith, in consultation with the Governments con¬ 
cerned and in accordance with the Charter, and having in mind section 
I of the resolution, such practical arrangements as would adequately 
help in upholding the purposes and principles of the Charter in relation 
to Lebanon and Jordan in the present circumstances, and thereby 
facilitate the early withdrawal of the foreign troops from the two 
countries. 

11. We have thus provided the machinery for the Secretary-General 
to see that tension is relieved, that international peace and security are 
saved, and that instability and unrest in the Middle East are eradicated 
forever.
